Champion Celebrates 
Diamond Jubilee 


Exceptionally heavy rains, 
lasting until late'in the evening 
of June 30th, caused the can- 
cellation of many of the major 
events on the programme for 
July ist. When the big day 
opened with sunshine and peo- 
ple from all quarters began 
to arrive in town in hun- 
dreds, despite the almost im- 
passable roads, an effort was 
made to entertain the crowd as 
far as was possible under the 
circumstances, The parade ad- 
vertised for ten o'clock was put 
on about two o'clock in the 
afternoon with a programme 
at the grounds, this being fol- 
lowed by a baseball game be- 
tween Champion and Carman- 
gay. Inthe evening the regu.

and dances was followed, and 
although a heavy downpour of 
rain early in the evening forced 
everyone to shelter for a time, 
the crowd seemed to enjoy 
everything offered for their 
entertainment. 

Shortly after one o'clock the 
parade was formed in the sub- 
division and headed by the 
town officials took in the main 
streets, despite the mud and 
other drawbacks.

“Land of Our Birth” and “The 
Maple Leaf,” » Pageant by the 
high school students and the 
singing of “O Canada!” in 
French by the Misses Van- 
Beisen. 

Carmangay and Champion 
played a game of baseball in 
which the local team took the 
small end of a big score, al- 
though the game was a fair 
one from a spectator's point 
of view, and considerable inter- 
est also developed in the ath- 
letic events. 

The crowd also enjoyed some 
impromptu bucking events, 
About six o'clock rain drove 
everyone to shelter and every 
place in town was crowded. 
The picture show opened at 6.30 
and this, with the dance later 
in the evening relieved the 
congestion. The fireworks at 
dusk were excellent and re- 
ceived approval from everyone, 
being much better than is 
usually the case,

Progress As A Member Of 


The British 


The only tangible bond linking to 
@ether the members of the British 
Commonwealth of Natlons since the 
Imperial Conference of last Novem 
ber ts the British crown, or the per- 
son of the King, but Ireland has other 
interests, important among them her 
economic status, which bind her to 
Britain and the commonwealth, 
Timothy A. Smiddy, minister of the 
Irish Free State to the Unitéd States, 
said in a public address at the Unl 
versity of Chicago, Mr. Smiddy deliv 
ered one of the Norman Wait Harris 
lectures on the general subject of the 
British Empire. 

“We have co-operation and no coer 
clon, and the bonds which bind the 
various nations are intangible,” the 
Irish minister sald. “Whether these 
symbols signifying membership in an 
association of free nations are bonds 
which attach or bonds which chafe, 
is to be determined by future exper 
ience. Since the establishment of the 
Anglotrish treaty we have been free 
to work out our national life In our 
own way without help or hindrance 
from any outside source whatever. 

“Nature has placed Ireland and 
Great Britain in close contiguity with 
each other, which geographical con- 
tiguity begets for Ireland a relation: 
ship to Great Britain more intimate 
than that of any other member of the 
commonwealih. This relationship is 
exemplified economically by the mar 
ket for Irish commodities. For in- 
stance, 98 per cent, of the exports of 
the Irish Free State are consigned to 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
and 85 per cent. of the imports of the 
Irish Free State are from Great Bri- 
tain.”

Rapid-Growing Tree 
Has Been Developed 


Reaches Height of Sixty Feet in Thir- 
teen Years 

The voluminous dally newspaper 
condemned to die for the slaughter of 
wood-pulp forests, has been reprieved 
by the development of a tree that will 
grow to a height of 60 feet and a 
thickness of 18 inches in 13 years 
says the New York Fvening Post. 

This tree, a hybrid poplar, has been 
, developed by Dr. Ralph McKee of Col- 
}umbia University and Dr. A. B. Stout 
of New York. The work was backed 
|by the Oxford Paper Company of 
\ Rumford, Maine. The hybridization 
j was earried out at Highland Park, 
Rochester, N.Y., and the Agricultural 
; Experiment Station at Geneva. N.Y. 

The world is now consuming wood 
pulp four times as fast as It grows 
in the forests. The new tree, how- 
ever, will remove wood pulp produe- 
tion from the category 
to that of agriculture and permit the 
growing of the trees ‘in regular crops 
{as rapidly as they are needed, The 
first crop, it is promised, may be har- 
vested within ten years, to thin out 
rapidly growing forests.

4,509 pounds of grass and the unfer- 
tilized pasture plot yleided only 8,207 
pounds. This was an Increase of 1, 
746 pounds in the one case, and 1, 
893 pounds In the other. It was no- 
ticed that in the fertilized plots the 
@rass was thick and of a dark green 


|color, and that weeds were not plenti- 


ful. In the unfertilized pasture, on 
the other hand, conditions were just 
the reverse. 

Applications of nitrate in the early 
summer—applied preferably just be 
fore a rain—should be effective in 
giving well-cropped pastures a new 
lease of life that should carry them 
over the droughty midsummer period.
